BULLET ANT 


On 31 March 2017, Ecuador issued a set of 16 stamps showing ants, including one 
showing the Bullet Ant (Paraponera clavata Fabr., Formicidae, Paraponerinae). The 
only species in this subfamily are this ant and two fossil ants. 


Found in the rain forests of tropical Central and South America, they form colonies at 
the base of large trees and spend most of the time foraging in the canopy. They do not 
tolerate other colonies nearby and often engage in fights with such colonies.

Poneratoxin, the active ingredient in the venom, is a paralyzing neurotoxic peptide Paraponera Clavata 
causing intense throbbing pain and burning sensation that can last 24 hours. Ecuador, 201.7 


Indeed, this ant is known as the 24-hour Ant in Venezuela, and among the Amerindians of Brazil it is known as 
“one that wounds deeply.” For comparison with other stings, the Schmidt’s Sting Pain Index ratings run from 0 to 
4. Some examples are: Fire Ant = 1, Honeybee = 2, Paper Wasp = 3, Tarantula Hawk Wasp = 4, Bullet Ant = 4+ 
(the only insect rated higher than 4). 


As described in Wikipedia, the Sateré-Mawé people of Brazil use intentional Bullet Ant stings in their initiation 
rites for youths becoming warriors. They render the ants unconscious by submerging them in a natural sedative and 
then weave hundreds of them into large gloves made of leaves with the stingers facing inwards. 


After the ants regain consciousness, the boy puts on the gloves. He must keep them on for five minutes, after which 
his hands and arms are temporarily paralyzed and he may shake for days. The only protection is a coating of charcoal 
on his hands, said to confuse the ants and inhibit their stinging. In order to complete the initiation, the boy must 
repeat the ordeal twenty times over the course of several months or years. [Ed. note: This is really, really stupid. |
